There  are  a  good  many  Hughsons  mentioned  coming  from  Work, 
Liverpool,  Chester,  London  and  St,  George-  Han,  Sq,  and  the 
dates  of  the  assorted  entries  are  from  1379  to  1759. 

I  have  come  across  2  photograph  albums  among  my  mothers 
things  and  I  believe  they  once  belonged  to  Mary  Ann  Guild,  my 
Grandfather's  sister.  She  married  William  L.  Gibbard  in  Oneida, 
New  York,  She  was  born  in  Woodstock  and  he  aas  born  in  Napanee, 
according  to  my  records.  Since  there  are  no  names  on  the  photo- 
graphs, I  remov§d  them  to  see  what  I  could  find  on  the  back.

It  has  been  too  cool  for  any  growth,  so  perhaps  the  farmers  have 
saved  their  seed  and  labor i  We  have  been  fortunate  in  not  having 
flooding  but  the  west  part  of  the  county  was  covered  and  the  land 
is  just  beginning  to  dry  out.  We  hope  you  have  had  a  good  winter 
and  have  remained  well.
